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Sparks 
flying in 
new red 
tape war 

THE NEW Labour leader of 
Dudley Council has vowed to 
give the community a 
greater say in the way the 
authority is run as he out¬ 
lined his priorities for the 
coming year. 

Less than a week after 
Labour swept to power in 
Dudley as the Tories’ sup¬ 
port collapsed, Councillor 
David Sparks says he has 
already started cutting red 
tape. 

He said he would overhaul 
the current area committee 
system to involve residents 
more and ensure their con¬ 
cerns are discussed. 

He said beauty spots such 
as Wren’s Nest and 
Saltwells nature reserves in 
Dudley should be celebrated 
for their “international sig¬ 
nificance”. Area committee 
meetings are held in Brier- 
ley Hill, Halesowen, Stour¬ 
bridge and Central and 
North Dudley with the aim 
of addressing local issues. 

But Councillor Sparks 
said: “These meetings are 
usually a line of councillors 
sitting opposite a line of offi¬ 
cers talking about things 
that have no relevance to an 
area committee.” 

He said the chairmen of 
the meetings would form a 
“taskforce” to look at how 
the structure can be 
changed to make it “more 
relevant to communities”. 

The number of meetings 
per year will be restored to 
four, he said.

TEACHER HAD 98/100 

CHILD PORN IMAGES

A TEACHER sacked from a Dudley school has admitted 
having almost 100,000 indecent images of children on his 
computer. Matthew Bullas, who worked at Castle High 
School, pleaded guilty to all nine charges of possessing 

pictures and videos of chil¬ 
dren, downloaded from the 
internet. 

The 32-year-old appeared at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court on Wednesday, where Dis¬ 
trict Judge Michael Wheeler sent him to be 
sentenced at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
on June 6. 

West Midlands Police said Bullas was 
arrested at his Halesowen home on Novem¬ 
ber 16 and computer equipment seized fol¬ 
lowing information passed to the regional 
Child Online Safeguarding Team. 

They also said the images were on his 
home computer and did not feature any 
child who currently attends the school or 
has attended the school in the past. 

Bullas, who gave his address as Hamilton 
Drive, Wordsley, when he appeared at 
court, was allowed bail on conditions, 
including that he does not have unsuper¬ 
vised contact with children under 18 and 
that he does not access the internet except 
if the connection is filtered against receiv¬ 
ing indecent material. 

Explicit 

The first charge he admitted is possess¬ 
ing 98,266 indecent photographs of chil¬ 
dren at Level 1, meaning the least explicit. 

The other charges range from Levels 1 to 
5, the most explicit category. He had five 
moving images of children in the most seri¬ 
ous category, Level 5. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, told the 
District Judge that police executed a search 
warrant at Bullas’s home and seized a com¬ 
puter and memory sticks, containing the 
indecent images detailed in the charges. 

“He explained to officers what happened 
and why he did what he did, ” added Mr Tru¬ 
elove. He accepted the findings and he knew 
it was wrong to look at these images and to 
record them in a memory stick. ” 

Castle High School revealed last week he 
had now been dismissed following an inter¬ 
nal investigation. Dudley Council set up a 
phone line for concerned parents to ring 
which is now closed. 


Portas plan 
has markets 
on Sundays 

MARKETS could be held on a Sunday in 
Dudley if a bid for help from retail guru 
Mary Portas is successful. 

Specialist stalls selling continental or 
fresh food would line the high street if it 
scoops £100,000 and becomes a “Portas 
Pilot”. 

Other plans for the cash include provid¬ 
ing shop units for young entrepreneurs who 
are starting out, and ploughing money into 
existing firms that need help. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, West Bromwich and Bearwood 
have also applied to the scheme and are 
awaiting decisions next month. 

Dudley’s plans also include a survey to 
find out what shoppers want from their high 
street. 

John Millar, director of urban environ¬ 
ment, said: “The bid is for £100,000 and if 
successful will enable us to work with part¬ 
ners such as colleges, local businesses and 
property owners to develop a number of 
ideas in the town to boost trade and bring in 
more shoppers. 

“The range of initiatives currently being 
considered includes the introduction of spe¬ 
cialist Sunday markets, carrying out a ‘what 
is missing from the High Street’ survey, pro¬ 
viding start up units for young entrepre¬ 
neurs and measures to support existing 
businesses.” 

Wolverhampton has already revealed its 
plans include a Dragons’ Den style competi¬ 
tion called the Wolfs Lair will support 
young entrepreneurs.

THE NEW Penguin Bay attraction has 
been officially launched at Dudley Zoo 
as part of the site’s 75th anniversary 
celebrations. 

The zoo has invested £40,000 to 
update the penguins’ pool area - home 
to a colony of rare Humboldt birds. 

It was opened at the weekend by 
special guest Muriel Thatcher, who 
was at the opening day of the tourist 
attraction 75 years ago. 

Miss Thatcher, now aged 85, has 
enjoyed a lifelong, love affair with the 
zoo. Miss Thatcher said: “I came to the 
opening in 1937, my mother brought 
me and my little sister. 

“When we got into the entrance 
there was the biggest cage you ever 
saw in your life, full of monkeys, it was 
absolutely gigantic. 


She added: “I think the people here are so nice 
and they are friendly and will talk to you. Not 
only do they look after the animals, they will 
answer your questions.” 

The sheer sense of wonder that the opening of 
Dudley Zoo fired up in Muriel has never faded. 

She remembers the excitement sparked by 
attending the opening day of the zoo in 1937 - 
and she has been back there hundreds of times 
since. 

She has “adopted” - or sponsored - at least 17 
animals over the years and still catches the bus 
there from her Wolverhampton home every few 
weeks. 

“I was 10 years of age when I went with my 
mother and little sister, Greta, to the opening of 
the zoo in May 1937,” said Miss Thatcher, of 
Blackwood Avenue, Wednesfield. 

“And my goodness, were we excited! In those 
days we lived in an old, terraced house on Can¬ 


nock Road, Wolverhampton, and we loved cats 
and dogs. We’d read books about wild animals - 
but to see them ... well, I’ve never forgotten it.” 

Miss Thatcher worked as a shop assistant at 
Beatties and later as a domestic helper at the 
Queen Victoria nursing home in Wolverhampton 
and the old Wolverhampton Eye Infirmary,. 

She recalls that along with her mother and sis¬ 
ter, she had to catch two buses to get to the zoo 
and then faced a wait in the horrendously long 
queue of at least two hours to get in. 

“There was a gigantic tortoise which was big 
enough for you to sit on its back - health and 
safety wouldn’t let you do it now. I remember 
camels and a lovely polar bear and lions and 
bison. And that castle ... I’ve never stopped lov¬ 
ing it. 

“I’ve practically lived at the zoo ever since 
and, apart from during the war years, I’ve been 
back every two or three weeks.” 


Zoo has been a roaring 
success for last 75 years 


Thousands upon thousands of 
people have visited the iconic 
attraction in the centre of Dudley 
watched over by the famous 
castle, now it celebrates 75 years 


WHEN IT roared into life 75 years 
ago, Dudley Zoological Gardens 
was a worldbeater - the “most 
modern in Europe” with revolu¬ 
tionary buildings that let people 
get as close to the animals as 
possible. 

West Midlanders went animal crackers for 
it, with 100,000 descending on Dudley in the 
hope of seeing creatures they had only ever 
been able to read about before. 

Two openings were held - one on May 6, 
when the Earl of Dudley, owner of the 30- 
acre site where the 11th century Dudley 
Castle stands as the proud centrepiece, and 
local sausage butcher Edward Marsh, of 
Marsh and Baxter fame, proudly launched 
their pet project. 

It was the second public opening, on May 
15, when 100,000 clamoured to be let in but 
only around 55,000 lucky individuals actu¬ 
ally got in. At times the queues were nearly 
a mile long and it was midnight before the 
crowds finally left Dudley. 

Architects 

It was constructed as a “zoo without bars” 
and the architects were renowned mod¬ 
ernists - the Tecton Group, led by Russian- 
born Berthold Lubetkin. 

They used reinforced concrete to create 
the distinctive, thin-walled Tecton build¬ 
ings, designed to protect the welfare of the 
animals while meeting visitors’ demands to 
get a clear, but safe, view. 

Since that first glimpse by eager Black 
Country folk of a world full of animals they 
had never seen before, including elephants, 
giraffes, sea lions, flamingos, lions and polar 
bears, millions have flocked to the zoo. 

And it remains one of the top tourist 
attractions in the West Midlands, with 



219,000 visitors last year, and many local 
family albums are packed with images of 
days out at the zoo. 

But it has not all been plain sailing. 

The Second World War meant food, even 
for humans, was scarce. West Midlanders 
rallied to grow fruit and vegetables to make 
sure the animals did not starve, although 
the number of animals was severely 
depleted by the end of the conflict. Staff 
began to restock after the war and the 1950s 
and 60s were once again halcyon days for 
the zoo, with attendances up. 

In 1970 the Scotia leisure group bought 
the zoo. Among the main attractions in the 
1960s were Cuddles the killer whale and 
Bonzo the gorilla, who died about 20 years 
ago aged 45. But modifications by Scotia to 
the dolphin and whale pools, adapted from 


the seal pools, fell foul of local planning laws 
and the zoo was ordered to return them to 
their original state. 

As the zoo was not prepared to invest in 
purpose-built pools, Cuddles was due to be 
moved to Flamingoland in Yorkshire but 
sadly died in February 1974 just three days 
before the transfer. The zoo went into 
receivership in 1977 but six months later 
Dudley Council stepped in to buy the zoo 
and it changed hands for £450,000. 

Bailing 

The council invested £250,000 of that but 
it pledged that ratepayers’ money should 
not be spent on bailing out the attraction. 

The Dudley and West Midlands Zoological 
Society was formed in February 1978 as a 
charity, with Bristol Clifton and West of 


England Zoological Society as the major 
shareholder. A massive appeal was 
launched, with the local press and members 
of the public rallying to raise money to save 
their zoo. 

As part of this drive, during the late 
1970s, readers of the Chronicle’s sister 
paper, the Express & Star brought an 
orphaned baby elephant from South Africa, 
supplied by Bristol Zoo, to Dudley. 

Readers named the 3001b elephant Estar 
and it became a local celebrity. Eventually, 
the council was repaid its £250,000 and the 
balance of the purchase price covered 
through public donations and good house¬ 
keeping at the zoo. The council still owns 
the land, while the zoological society runs 
the attraction. 
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Company 
looking 
to expand 

A TOOLMAKING firm is set 
to increase its staff by more 
than 10 per cent and expand 
its production line as busi¬ 
ness booms due to the 
success of major car compa¬ 
nies. 

Bosses at Petford Tools in 
Dudley plan to take on up to 
15 staff in the coming 
months as they spend more 
than flmillion on two or 
three new machines. 

The firm in Peartree Lane 
has invested £3m over the 
last five years and now oper¬ 
ates 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. It recently 
broke the £14m annual sales 
barrier for the first time in 
its 42-year history. 

A £600,000 injection 
moulding machine from 
German manufacturer 
KraussMaffei is helping pro¬ 
duction. It is hoped two new 
machines will bring in an 
extra £2 million in business 
to the firm, which employs 
around 105 staff. 

There has been growth 
across all areas of the busi¬ 
ness, but especially in the 
automotive sector where it 
supplies Jaguar Land Rover, 
Bentley, Nissan, Ford, 
Toyota and Aston Martin. 

Technical sales manager 
Nick Howard said: “There 
seems to be plenty of inter¬ 
est and enquiries coming 
from the auto industry.”

LABOUR has seized power in 
Dudley after winning 12 seats in a 
devastating defeat for the ruling 
Conservative group. 

The party now has a clear majority of 11 
seats having previously been well behind 
the Tories. 

Former council leader Les Jones retained 
his Pedmore and Stourbridge East seat with 
a majority of 660 but had to watch as his 
party suffered serious losses at the hands of 
Labour. 

He said the party had expected to make 
“some losses” but not to the extent it suf¬ 


fered. “It has been a bad night but we will 
now obviously have to put all of the plans 
that we have on hold. We will be back,” he 
said. “We will be scrutinising everything 
that the new ruling Labour group does and 
will pick ourselves up from this. Do not 
count out the Dudley Conservative group.” 

Labour has 41 seats, the Tories have 29 
and the Green party also won a seat. 

A by-election is yet to be held in the 
Norton ward following the death of Conser¬ 
vative councillor Angus Adams last month. 

New council leader, Labour’s David 
Sparks, said: “Obviously I am really pleased 
with the result, especially because it was not 


predicted by many people. It is down to lots 
of local councillors fighting local issues. 

“I am also determined to carry out a 
review of how the council operates.” 

Among the key political scalps were 
former cabinet member for housing Adrian 
Turner, who lost his Lye and Stourbridge 
North seat to Labour’s Tremaine Herbert. 
She won with a poll of 1,241 votes, a major¬ 
ity of 494. 

Other long serving members to have lost 
their seats included Wordsley’s Geoffrey 
Southall who lost out to Labour’s Derek 
Hemingsley. Mr Hemingsley polled 1,293 
votes. 


Dudley’s mayor Councillor Michael 
Evans retained his seat for the party with 
1,383 votes and a majority of 520. 

The Green party won a council seat from 
the Tories in Netherton Woodside and St 
Andrews. Will Duckworth polled 1,525 to 
beat the Conservatives’ Stephen Ridley. 

UKIP lost its only seat on Dudley Council 
when Asif Ahmed of Labour received 1,321 
with a majority of 189, unseating Malcolm 
Davis in St James’s ward. Overall voter 
turnout was around 29 per cent. 

The highest turnout in the borough at 
36.01 per cent was in Pedmore & Stour¬ 
bridge East.

1 School jobs at risk as 
J pupil numbers decline 


JOBS could be at risk at a Black Country 
school due to a drop in student numbers, 
bosses have warned. Staff, governors and 
union officials are being consulted on the 
plans for the future of Leasowes Community 
College in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Principal Neil Shaw con¬ 
firmed redundancies were 
being considered as part of 
the proposals to restructure 
the specialist business and 
enterprise college. Accord¬ 
ing to Ofsted, the school in 
Kent Road has 1,017 pupils, 
aged 11 to 16, on the roll. It 
employs around 145 
members of staff. 

Mr Shaw said: “Leasowes 
Community College is a 
happy and continually 
improving school due to the 
hard work of our teaching 
and support staff, school 
governors and committed 
students. 

“This year we have seen a 
reduction in pupil admission 
numbers at the college and 
as a result we are proposing 
a restructure to streamline 
the way we work in order to 
ensure we continue our 
excellent work with pupils 
and staff here. 

“Unfortunately, this could 
mean redundancies, the 
details of which will be made 
clear at the end of an 
ongoing internal consulta¬ 
tion involving staff, gover¬ 
nors and trade unions.

Business loss daim over 
asbestos fire at car site 


A Dudley business couple claim 
to have lost hundreds after being 
put out of action for a week by a 
blaze involving asbestos at a 
neighbouring car repair company. 

They say action was not taken quickly 
enough. Melissa Taylor and her partner 
Adrian North allege Dudley Council and the 
motor company, Compton Court Motors, of 
Netherton, have not acted as they should 
have to clear the asbestos debris from the 
area. 

Firefighters, who suspect arson, warned 
the couple, who run Xtreme Print Solutions 
from the garage at the end of their garden in 
Park Road, to keep away from that area 
until the asbestos was cleaned up. 

“We have not been able to go to our garage 
to open up the business since the fire and 
have lost earnings as a result,” said Miss 
Taylor, aged 34. 

“We’ve had to turn down one job worth 
nearly £200 and we are having to carry 
forward £500 to £600 of business because we 
haven’t been able to do the work.” 

Miss Taylor said she had complained to 
both the council and Compton Court Motors 
that the asbestos debris was still littering 
their garden two days after the blaze, which 
ripped through a garage next to the motor 
firm on April 25. 

Harpal Singh, son of Compton Court 
Motors owner Arnreek Singh, said work to 
clear the asbestos, costing £2,500, could only 
start after the firm received quotations - 
and contractors have begun the task . 

“The outhouse building that caught fire 
wasn’t insured so we have had to pay.”

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Residents flee as car fire 
threatens homes block 


RESIDENTS have told how they fled their 
homes and watched a neighbour leap for his 
life from an upstairs window as a blaze 
threatening to engulf their block of flats. 

A car parked about four feet away from 
Melzer House, Queen Street, Kiddermin¬ 
ster burst into flames and loud bangs were 
heard as the heat cracked windows. 

People living in the flats, many in their 
nightclothes, fled the building and later told 
how they saw one man jump about 15ft from 
a window. They talked his partner out of 
jumping and she fled down the stairs. 

Elaine Soley, aged 50, was staying at her 
sister-in-law Cheryl Harvey’s flat and was 
reading in bed when she heard some youths 
go by and, a few minutes later, the curtains 
looked as though they were going up in 


flames. “I ran out and got Cheryl and we ran 
outside,” said Mrs Soley, formerly of Kidder¬ 
minster but now living near Bournemouth. 

“We were stunned when we saw a young 
bloke jump out of an upstairs window on to 
a slanted roof and then on to the top of a van. 
The young woman he lives with was panick¬ 
ing at the window with her dressing gown on 
and she was going to jump. 

“We told her to go back and put some 
shoes on and come down the stairs, which 
she did.” 

Around 12 residents fled the building, 
which was converted into flats from the old 
Bird in Hand pubThe car was gutted and 
firemen say that, although the cause has not 
been established, arson is suspected. 


Fuel costs hitting service 


A SERVICE that provides 
transport for elderly and dis¬ 
abled people has been forced 
to increase its fares by 16 per 
cent due to soaring fuel 
costs. 

Wyre Forest Dial-a-Ride, which 
relies on donations and council grants, 
is charging an extra 50p per journey. 

The group, which offers a door-to- 
door service for about 250 members, 
has faced funding problems. 

Bosses say they have now been 
forced to hike the charges as fuel prices 
reach record levels. From today, jour¬ 
neys up to three miles will cost £3.50. 

Passengers travelling three to five 
miles must pay £4. Trips over six miles 


will be £6 and members with conces¬ 
sionary bus passes are entitled to a £1 
discount. 

Bosses say they are now spending 
more than £1,000 a month on fuel, 
which has almost doubled in recent 
years. 

Budget 

Worcestershire County Council pro¬ 
vides an £18,000 annual grant but 
there are fears this will not continue as 
the authority makes budget cuts. 

Dial-a-Ride co-ordinator Rob Hartell 
said: “We are struggling financially. 
The members have agreed to raise 
fares and this is all down to the fuel 
prices going up. 

“We have to rely on the pump prices 
as we have no facilities to store the fuel. 


Everybody is feeling the pinch. Our 
donations have fallen considerably and 
we are not getting as much financial 
support as we used to, so it is difficult.” 

The service was recently forced to 
make two part-time drivers redun¬ 
dant, while Mr Hartell’s working week 
had been reduced from five to three 
days. 

It has been hit by vandal attacks 
when yobs daubed graffiti on the 
outside walls of its shed in Brinton 
Park and splashed paint on a bus 
outside. 

They also tampered with the 
vehicle’s wiring and broke an aerial off 
another mini bus.

Cherise Jones said: “The fairground at the 
Museum represents 20 years of my granddad’s 
life. He was very proud of it.” 

On 2 April 2008 David Jones died leaving 
three children and 14 grandchildren. More than 
1,000 fairground folk attended the funeral, at St 
John’s Church, Cradley, for the man known as 
“the fairground owner with the kindest heart”. 

The fourth and fifth generation of the Jones 
family have stepped forward and Matthew 
Jones, now “Guv’nor”, has picked up the 
mantle, preserving a way of life that is near 
extinction, Matthew, his mother Sandra, his 
wife Lisa, and their six children Cherise, Licia, 
Rio, Shannon, Luke and Matty, enter the 21st 
century with all the pizzazz of the showman.

Derelict clubhouse back 
on market as deal flops 


A DISUSED former clubhouse in 
Stourbridge is back on the market 
after a deal for the eyesore site 
fell through. 

Stourbridge War Memorial Club has stood 
empty for a decade with the building 
growing increasingly dilapidated through 
vandalism, fire and weather damage. 

Last month, officials from the Lee, Shaw 
Partnership announced a sale for the site, in 
Amblecote High Street, had been agreed 
with only a few minor details to be finalised. 

But just days after sold signs went up on 
the building the deal fell through leaving the 
former club and its surrounding lands on 
the market once again. 

It is the second time a sale has fallen 
through for the site. Plans were submitted 
in 2009 to turn the site into a restaurant and 
cabaret. But the scheme floundered amid 
concerns it would lead to more traffic on the 
already busy A491. 

Officials from the Lee, Shaw Partnership 
said it was “disappointing” the sale had 
fallen through but remained optimistic of 
finding someone to take over the site. 

Spokesman James Totney said: “The sale 
of the war memorial club fell through 
shortly after the sold signs had gone up. 

“However, since the site went back on the 
market we have had a lot of interest in the 
building so we are hopeful of a sale being 
agreed in the near future. We are talking to 
the interested parties at the moment and 
will now have to wait and see what happens 
after this process.” 

Mr Totney was unable to say why the deal 
had collapsed.

Ringing the changes 
through new status 


SINCE becoming an 
academy in January, 
there have been a 
number of changes at 
Ormiston Forge 

Academy, the former 
Heathfield Technology 
College. 

Principal, Andrew Burns, 
attributes some of the changes 
to academy status but some of 
the changes, he believes, would 
have been realised regardless of 
status. 

Mr Burns commented: 


“Academy status has afforded us 
freedoms that are not available 
to state schools and access to 
additional funding. 

“Making a commitment to 
maximum class sizes of 20 for 
Year 7 in September and trans¬ 
forming ICT provision at the 
academy has definitely been 
achieved through the academi- 
sation process. 

“Early indications show that 
the academy will achieve record 
results in the summer; 60 per 
cent of the students are expected 
to leave with five or more GCSE 
grades with English and Mathe¬ 


matics, this was 48 per cent in 

2011. 

“This is not because we are an 
academy but because we have an 
excellent staffing body and com¬ 
mitted students.” 

Progress 

An independent inspection 
was commissioned by the Ormis¬ 
ton Trust, which found provi¬ 
sion at the academy to be good. 

The HMI team commented 
that if the academy continues to 
make the progress at the rate it 
is currently making they saw no 
reason why it would not be out¬ 


standing within a year. 

Mr Burns was really pleased 
with the inspection: “We know 
we are making progress and it is 
a fantastic place to work, but it is 
reassuring to hear this from 
someone else, particularly 
highly experienced HMI.” 

When challenged on what will 
make the biggest difference to 
educational standards at the 
Forge, Mr Burns said: 
“Student/teacher ratios are 
something we are looking to 
reduce at the Forge, because it 
affects outcomes positively. Dis¬ 
cerning parents realise that 


contact with teachers makes the 
biggest difference to children’s 
futures. Working towards 
maximum class sizes of 20 will 
make a bigger difference than a 
free laptop or free uniform.” 

There is a danger that acade¬ 
mies could become islands and 
get into competition with other 
academies and schools. 

“If this improves opportuni¬ 
ties for all children it might not 
be a bad thing, but we are com¬ 
mitted to working with Sandwell 
Local Authority.

We all presume the takeaway is a modern invention, but it was on our 
streets more than 200 years ago. SAM BADGER, who won the Wolver¬ 
hampton History Symposium with her study into fast food, explains 


FOOD, inglorious food! We tend 
to think of fast food as an Ameri¬ 
can concept from the 1950s. 

But there has long been a need to buy food 
that is ready, and quick to eat. 

Britain might not have given the world 
fine dining but we were definitely responsi¬ 
ble for the sandwich! 

If we look at Wolverhampton from 1800 
onwards we can see that, far from a modern 
phenomenon, fast food has been a high 
street commodity from a surprisingly early 
date. 

Two hundred years ago Wolverhampton 
was a major coaching centre. In the days 
before railways, and before much of the 
industrialisation that characterised the 
area, travellers’ needs shaped the town. 

A stone’s throw from the Roman London 
to Holyhead Road, Wolverhampton, was an 
important stop en route to every part of the 
kingdom. Dudley Street was the centre of 
the coaching trade, boasting no fewer than a 
dozen public houses. 

Needed 

There were other important coaching 
inns in the city at High Green (Queen 
Square), Cock Street (Victoria Street) and 
North Street. In the 1820s, the Lion in 
North Street dealt with 20-30 coaches per 
day. Twenty years before, a young Princess 
Victoria had made her first journey to 
Wolverhampton, when her coach stopped 
briefly at the Lion on its way to Holyhead. 

While some coaches just changed horses 
or drivers, hundreds of travellers needed to 
eat - and if ever food had to be fast, it was 
during the days of the stage coach. 

Passengers stopped at each stage for only 
half an hour, and the food on offer usually 
included beef steaks, mutton chops, veal 
cutlets or ham and eggs (hence the name 
“chop houses” often applied to inns). 

Landlords were often suspected of delay¬ 
ing their service so paying guests had no 
time to eat anything. The days of the stage 


coach were numbered with the advent of the 
railways. Restaurants were established at 
both the high and low level stations, and the 
centre of Wolverhampton ceased to serve as 
such a service station. 

The railways brought other benefits. Sea 
fish, once an expensive rarity in the Mid¬ 
lands, became widely available. In early 
times, fish had been transported in barrels 
of sea water but often turned putrid. 

Most people ate only freshwater fish, 
while the poor ate vast quantities of red her¬ 
rings or kippers. The railways meant fish 
arrived fresh in the towns and cities. 

However, in a time before refrigeration, it 
would not remain so for long. A visitor to 
Wolverhampton in the 1840s noted that 
fishmongers on the town’s market could be 
smelled long before they were seen. 

So the fish and chip trade that developed 
in the 1860s was partly in response to the 
need to dispose of stock that was “on the 
turn”. Frying arrested the process of decay 


making old fish palatable. It could be sold at 
a profit to the workers in the rapidly 
expanding cities and towns. 

Wolverhampton’s population increased 
eight-fold between 1800 and 1900, and 
enterprising sorts seized the opportunity to 
provide them with ready-made foods. Street 
vendors and established traders also took 
advantage of the crowds that came to see 
football and horse racing. 

Horrific 

Fish and chip shops flourished in the 
industrial areas and poorer residential 
streets. Fish was fried in brew houses and 
kitchens and sold on. 

Confectioners produced sweet and 
savoury pies, and street vendors and market 
traders sold cooked foods in the open air in 
horrific conditions that were barely regu¬ 
lated until the middle of the 20th century. 

In 1900, a penny lick ice cream was served 
in a glass by street vendors. The customer 
licked the glass clean and returned it to the 


vendor, who promptly refilled it and offered 
it to another customer! This was eventually 
outlawed (not least because it spread tuber¬ 
culosis) and edible cones were used. 

During the 20th century, opportunities to 
eat out became more diverse. Music halls 
and cinemas served food, while stores like 
Beatties developed their own restaurants 
and cafes after the First World War. Coffee 
bars and milk bars served hot drinks and 
snacks, and workers’ canteens sprang up at 
some of the big industrial firms. 

Between the wars, many outlets opened 
seven days a week, like the Lyons tea shop 
on Queen Square, and until quite late at 
night, such as Beatties, which was open 
until 10pm. 

After the pubs finished serving, the fish 
and chip shop was king, until the advent of 
more exotic cuisine after the Second World 
War, much of which stemmed from our 
imperial heritage. First Chinese and then 
Indian restaurants appeared. 

They soon drew an enthusiastic clientele - 
not least because many of these new restau¬ 
rants had licences allowing the customer to 
carry on drinking - and have remained part 
of our fast food culture today. 


Start-up 
firms on

“There are too many stories 
of decline right now, and it is 
places like the West Mid¬ 
lands that will drive this 
country towards a new era of 
economic success. 

“We applaud the entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit of those who 
are motivated to take 
control of their future.” 

Black Country chamber of 
commerce president, Paul 
Bennett, said: “This is great 
news and demonstrates the 
entrepreneurial spirit of 
local people. 

“They are confident in 
investing in the region.”

Three Short Works, Birmingham Royal Ballet, 
Crescent Theatre, Birmingham 

BIRMINGHAM Royal Ballet’s contribution to its home 
city’s international dance festival was a triple bill that 
showed the breadth of ballet, danced to music from clatter¬ 
ing drum ‘n’ bass to cool jazz via romantic piano pieces. 

BRB dancer and Warwickshire native Kit Holder 
expanded his dazzling Printer Jam duet, first seen last year, 
into a 20-minute ballet 9-5 charting a bad day at the office. 
Holder’s choreography was dynamic and witty. The busi¬ 
ness suited male and female dancers twirled and sped along 
on office chairs in a power game over the office new boy and 
girl.

Perfect timing saw environments morph and form 
around the dancers, which included an elegant dance by 
Yvette Knight and a delightful one by Maureya Lebowitz. 

The company’s director David Bintley left his mark on 
the evening with a revival of Take Five, his short jazz ballet 
to the music of the Dave Brubeck Quartet. The dancers 
expressed the cool finger-snapping sounds in movement 
inspired by 1950s and 60s dance (think West Side Story or 
Young Generation), enhanced by costumes from the era. It 
was Bintley at his audience-pleasing best and the combina¬ 
tion of BRB principals Elisha Wills and Robert Parker in the 
Two Step was captivating.

The new Peugeot hybrid is looking like a safe bet 


“IT’S GOING to be a thorough¬ 
bred experience”, was the intro at 
the start of a launch drive of the 
new Peugeot 508 RXH. Intriguing 
. . . then it hit me, we had to be 
doing something involving 
horses. And indeed we did. 

So what’s the point of telling you that? - 
I hear you thinking. 

Well all will be revealed and it was very 
pertinent to the latest cub out of the 
Peugeot stable. 

The Peugeot 508 is already available in 
saloon and SW (estate) variants, and now, 
with the launch of this 508 RXH, it’s avail¬ 
able as a four-wheel drive, diesel-electric 
hybrid with taller suspension and a wider 
track to handle a little more rough stuff and 
low-grip situations - as we discovered on the 
drive. 

There is also a mode where you can run 
the car purely on electric, and hence with 
zero emissions, as we did through two 
stables of valuable thoroughbred race¬ 
horses without causing them to twitch a 
nostril - and they’re the first things to alert 
you to when a horse is not happy along with 



the ears going back. It is powered by a 
163bhp, 2.0-litre diesel engine and a 37bhp 
electric motor. On the road the Peugeot 508 
Hybrid4 performs very well and is comfort¬ 
able without being too staid. 

While it might not be that quick out of the 
stalls compared to other rivals in its sector, 
it will sprint from 0-62mph in 9.5 seconds 
and it has a top speed of 130mph. 

A drive around the roads of south 
Cheshire included busy towns where the 
stop/start system for the diesel engine 
proved very efficient, very quickly cutting 
the engine when you stop and starting 
equally quickly when you touch the acceler¬ 
ator to get going again. Fuel savings will be 
substantial and ever more important as cost 
continue to rise. 

And you can also go around town using 
just the electric motor and onboard battery 
which, as mentioned before gives zero emis¬ 
sions, as we did around the stables. 

We also tested out its sure-footedness by 
driving up alongside the gallops as the 


horses were being exercised. It had been 
pouring with rain, there was a long, gradual 
but steep climb on deeply rutted grass, but 
the car positively cantered up and at times 
even made a gallop. 

This all means that the 508 RXH has a 
tax-related C02 rating of 107g/km which 
makes it very attractive for company car 
drivers and fleet managers. 

For private owners the low C02 output 
means zero road tax for the first year and 
then £20 per year thereafter. 

Incentive 

Fuel economy claims look good and if 
they live up the figures claimed will prove a 
big incentive. Looks-wise, the 508 is curvey 
and smooth and inside you get comfort and 
a quality finish. 

The seats support your back well and the 
side supports are raised keeping you held 
firmly in place. The electric seats have 
plenty of adjustment which means you can 
get a perfect driving position and the stan¬ 
dard specification is good including cruise 
control, parking aid and parallel parking 
guide, sat-nav and Bluetooth, a catalogue of 
safety features and Peugeot Connect SOS 
and Assistance. One brilliant feature, which

JAMES MORRISON’S late goal capped a 
battling Albion comeback to secure a 
point. 

If Roy Hodgson can match this kind of 
drama in the summer he might yet win over 
the doubters, writes Steve Madeley. 

And if the Albion boss can conjure the 
same spirit from his new players that he has 
managed with the Baggies, England might 
just make their mark on Euro 2012. 

Two-nil behind and rocked by a freakish 
own-goal in a game that meant little to their 
Premier League season, Hodgson’s men 
might have thrown in the towel at the 
Reebok Stadium. 

Yet fuelled by a desire to hand their 
popular gaffer a rousing reaction at the start 
of his ‘farewell tour’, the Baggies battled 
back with Morrison’s goal in the final 
seconds of normal time giving them the 
point that another pleasing display more 
than merited. 

Albion bossed the play for much of the 
game, only to find themselves staring down 
the barrel of defeat thanks to a messy first- 
half penalty and a bizarre second-half own- 
goal. 

Influence 

However, while Hodgson had minimal 
direct influence on his team’s late turn¬ 
around in fortunes, there was little doubt 
that the intense feelings of loyalty within his 
side played a part in their stirring efforts to 
secure a draw, as did the waves of goodwill 
that washed over from the stands onto the 
field as 4,635 travelling fans offered a noisy 
and moving show of respect for his 15 
months at The Hawthorns. 

And an emphatic strike from Chris Brunt 
followed by Morrison’s dramatic strike 
ensured one of the most amazing weeks of 
Hodgson’s life ended on a high. 

The tone of the afternoon was set for 
Albion from around 45 minutes before kick¬ 
off, when the players emerged from the 
tunnel with T-shirts in praise of their fans, 


which they then tossed into the massed 
ranks of travelling Baggies. 

And when Hodgson followed his team 
from the tunnel and marched to the away 
end, throwing extra gifts and conducting an 
impromptu ‘royal’ walkabout, supporters 
were well and truly galvanised. 

Their team responded by having the 
better of the opening 20 minutes as the 
hosts’ relegation struggles seemed to breed 
nerves among players and spectators. 

Gareth McAuley was unlucky with a far- 
post header from a right-winger corner from 
Chris Brunt, who should have done better 
himself when he snatched at a shot follow¬ 
ing a neat pass from Marc-Antoine Fortune. 

And Shane Long was a fraction away from 
giving his side the lead when Fortune barged 
past Tim Ream and centred for the Irish¬ 
man, who turned David Wheater and fired 
against the post. But the Trotters had their 


moments early on. Chris Eagles blasted into 
the side-netting from 25 yards, Ben Foster 
parried Martin Petrov’s long-range effort 
unconvincingly and Kevin Davies fired 
wastefully over with only Foster to beat. 

So it was not entirely a bolt from the blue 
when Bolton took the lead. 

A clumsy challenge from Youssouf 
Mulumbu sent Mark Davies tumbling in the 
box and, although Foster went the right way, 
he could not prevent Petrov’s penalty from 
nestling in the corner. 

The goal took away some of the Baggies’ 
earlier momentum, although they could 
have levelled when Fortune sprang a square 
Trotters defence but fired over. 

The hosts made it to half-time with their 
lead intact, but they might have found 
themselves pegged back 13 minutes into the 
second period. Liam Ridgewell made a pow¬ 
erful run on the overlap and his cross was 


met first-time by Graham Dorrans just 
inside the Bolton box, but his crisp effort 
was saved by Adam Bogdan. 

Foster then excelled with 20 minutes 
remaining, stretching low to his right to 
keep out a Kevin Davies header. 

But he could do nothing moments later to 
prevent the oddest of own-goals as 
Ridgewell’s attempted clearance from a 
Petrov cross hit Jones and looped in. 

That goal might have killed off many a 
team but the Baggies continued to press and 
their superiority finally told just three 
minutes after Bolton’s second goal as Shane 
Long teed-up Brunt to blast home from the 
edge of the area. 

The dam burst in the final seconds as 
Simon Cox picked out Morrison, whose 
emphatic finish delighted the ranks of fans 
behind Bogdan’s goal - and delivered 
another slap in the face for critics of his boss.

Finishing 
third on this tough forest 
event was a good comeback 
for us, even if not without 
problems. 

“Richard was far from 
happy with the car’s han¬ 
dling and we suffered a 
couple of excursions into the 
undergrowth but managed 
to avoid the notorious ‘killer 
Kielder’ ditches. We had also 
lost third gear and that was 
costing us handfuls of time.”
